roan who does not respect our laws, our 
government and our institutions should 
be permitted on American soil.

All 
that the constitution has to say on the 
subject of the succession of the vice 
president is that "in case of the removal 
of the president from office, or of his 
death, resignation, or inability to .dis- 
charge the powers and duties of the said 
office, the same shall devolve on the 
vice president." Not only is this some- 
what obscure but congress has never pro- 
vided, as it undoubtedly has, power to 
provide in order to carry this clause into 
effect, any definition of "inability" to 
discharge the duties of the office of pres- 
ident; nor has congress determined who 
shall decide when inability exist*. Here- 
tofore there has been no occasion for'any 
i-ule 
of the kind. President 
William 


Henry Harrison, who dier a month after 
his inauguration, and President Taylor, 
who held office for sixteen months, both 
fell sick and died in times of quiet and 
while congress was not in session. Gar- 
field, also, was shot iu July and lay hov- 
ering between life and death during the 
summer. Had the shooting and the, sub- 
sequent disability occurred during a ses- 
sion of congress or at a. season when the 
•wheels of the government were turning 
with their usual briskness, the embar- 
rassment would have been much great- 
er.

Figjiting in the, midst of flames 
and 


suffocating smoke, his life threatened by 
falling walls and timbers, the fireman 
follows his duty without thought of him- 
self. The thrilling escapes and dramatic 
incidents of which "the public hears are 
not the least of his dangers. To be 
roused by tho alarm, to dash through all 
kinds of weather to the scene of disas- 
ter and find himself, afwr the 
fierce 


fight with the flames, drenched and 
chilled—these <ai'e morii homely perils, 
but equally grove.

The ,public hnd been astir oarly and 


the streets were crowded with people. 
Wire cables strung along the entire, 
route of march from the white house to 
the capitol kept it clear for the funeral 
procession. 


At precisely 0 o'clock a silent com- 


mand was given ftnd the body be.irers 
silently and reverently raised to their 
stalwart shoulders the casket containing 
all that was mortal of the illustrious 
dead. They walked with slow cadcnced 
step and as they appeared at the main 
door of the white hou«e the marine band 
opposite of the mansion struck up the 
hymn the dead president loved so well: 
"Nearer My God, to Thee." 


There was perfect silence throughout 


the big mansion and as the last sad 
strain of music died away the throng in 
the Iniilding lifted their heads, but their 
eyes Avere wet. 


BODY LEAVES WHITE HOUSE 
As the hearse moved away the mourn- 


eres from the white house entered car- 
riages aiid 
followed 
the body 
on its 


march to the capitol where the funeral 
services were to be held. It was thought 
early in the morning that Mrs. MeKinley 
might feel strong enough to attend the 
services there, but it, was finally decided 
that it would be imprudent to tax her 
vitality more than was absolutely nec- 
essary and so she concluded to remain 
in hc-r room under the immediate wire 
of Dr. Ri.xey, Mrs. Barber, her sister and 
her niece, Miss Barber. 


CORTEGE MOVES TO CAPITOL. 
Slowly clown the white house drive- 


way through a fine drizzling rain, the 
solemn cortege wound its way to the 
gate leading to the avenue and halted. 
Then with a grand, solemn swing, the 
artillery band begun the "Dead March 
from Saul,' a blast from a bugle sound- 
ed "March," and the head of the proces 
sion was moving on its way to the cap- 
itol. The casket 
in a 
black carved 


hearse and drawn .by six coal black hors- 
es, caparisoned in blac:k net with trail- 
ing tassels and a stalwart groom at the 
head of each moved down through the 
gateway and. came to a stand alongside

CAPITOL BUILDING REACHED. 
At 10:12 o'clock the head of the pro-

front of the capitol as.-usually is done 
in-inaugurations, the military contin- 
gent passed eastward oh B street, thence 
south on First street east. Headed by 
Major General John R. Brooke and staff, 
and the'Fifth-artillery, corps band the 
troops swept around to ttie south end of 
the plaza and then marched to position 
fronting the main'entrance to the capi- 
tol.

stated he sailed away to Sibony to meet 
General Shaftcr, which act left Schlej* in 
immediate command of the fleet blockad- 
ing the harbor. 


There are some other questions

volved, as for instance the turn Schley 
made with the Brooklyn, and what this 
meant and what it was for. The inquiry 
will take in all that concerns the part 
taken by Schley and it is his conduct on 
that day, his part taken in the famous 
battle, and in fact all that can possibly 
concern the admiral will come up for in- 
vestigation and review.

The carbonate of soda removes 
the 


grease from the teeth and prevents de- 
cay, and the powdered orris root keep's 
the. gums healthy and impara a pleasant' 
odor to the breath. -A very good tooth 
powder is made of two parts 
of pow- 


dered chalk and one of powdered orris 
root. Tincture of myrrh when used as a 
dentifrice is put drop by drop in a gloss 
of water ,and if one desires it, a drop or 
two on the tooth brush. Oatmeal is one 
of the best foods for supplying the teeth 
with nourishment.

like and able to resist all forms of decay. 
Bread made of whole rneal ground,. not 
bolted, so that the bra.n which contains 
the minute quantities of lime is present, 
is best. Nothing is superior to.brown 
bread for bone and tooth building. This 
is made out of rye meal and corn meal. 
Baked beans, too, have a considerable 
supply of these lime salts, and should be 
on everybodys' table, hot or cold, twice 
•a week.

Every ef- 
fort was made' to signal a tug, but evi- 
dently our signals were not s^eri.

BOAT COMMENCED LEAKING: 


The vessel commenced leaking and slie 


careened on her side. We pumped when 
it was possible to stay at the pumps. 
The farther we got into the lake, tha 
worse the seas were and they commenc- 
ed breaking over the dockload. I was 
at the wheel and the captain and others 
stood-on-;fop of the cabin and clung to 
the rigging-so as not to be washed oil 
by the waves. We all expected to bo 
lost, and only waited for tlie vessel to 
roll over; The captain encouraged us 
and said'there'was- no danger and. that 
we would''be picked up. All were be- 
lurmbed-1 from the exposure of the night 
and the'cold -water wetting us. Day- 
light came and the ship'was still afloat 
and in apparent good condition, but very 
low in the'water. We commenced throw- 
ing off the deckload believing it would. 
prevent the vessel from turning over. 


SHIP SEEN IN DISTANCE. 


Shortly after daylight we sighted a 


ship in the distance and our hopes were 
revived. When the strange craft came 
near we signaled nnd were seen. It was 
one of the large car ferries plying from 
some west shore port across the lake. 
Although the people on the ferry must 
have seen and known our distress they 
did not swerve an', inch from tlier course 
or make any effort to take us off and 
passed on .out of sight and then we were 
discouraged, but the captain continued 
to encourage us and had a, note written 
nnd placed in a bottle to throw into the 
lake in cnao we were lost. A schooner 
was seen in the. distance and she too 
passed and'made no effort) to take us 
off.

best the .ahip afforded, in fact n9 one 
could have taken better care of u? and 
if I live to be a hundred years old I 
will, never forget,the brave act of the 
master of ,the Nyack.

I believe that the Eellen has gone to 


pieces and is a total wreck. The last 
glimpse 1 got of her she was decks to 
and the damage did by the steamer no 
doubt caused her to rapidly fill and the 
seas did the rest. I earnestly believe 
that the whole crew would have drown- 
ed had it not been for the captain of the 
Nyack. 


Mrs. Nelson, wife of the captain of the 


Ellen, was in the room when the inter-' 
view took place and she said that her 
husband had invested 
every dollar he 


had in the vessel and it was all swept 
away. 


Notwithstanding his hard luck Captain 


Nelson informed Milwaukee 
newspaper 


men that he would continue to sail, the 
experience not scaring him in the least. 


As announced last evening, the Ellen 


was a very old boat, having been built 
in Detroit in 1854.^ She had on board 
nearly"70 cords of wood. The total loss 
will figure up at nearly $300, with not a 
single cent of insurance.

'AH 
thnt the constitution has to say on the 
subject of the succession of the vice 
president ie that "in case of the^ removal 
of'the president from office, or of Tils 
death, resignation, or'inability to,>div 
charge the powers and duties of the said 
office, the same shall devolve on the 
vice president." Not only is this,. some- 
what obscure but congress has never pro. 
vided, as it undoubtedly has, power to 
provide in order to carry this clause into 
effect, any definition of "inability" to 
discharge the duties of the office of pres- 
ident; nor has congress determined who 
shall decide when inability exists. Here- 
tofore there has been no occasion for'any 
rule 
of the kind. President 
William 


Henry Harrisonj who dier a month after 
his inauguration, and President Taylor, 
who held office for sixteen months, both 
fell sick and died in times of quiet and 
while congress was not in session.

CANTON, Sept. 18.—The first section 


of the funeral train reached Canton at 
J1.20. The climax of a great demon 
stration of sorrow that had been observ 
ed all the way.from Pittsburg began at 
Allegiance, IS miles from Canton. There 
the 
half masted flags were .bordered 


heavily with black and it seemed as if 
every man, woman and child was at the 
•station, A big white' streamer ten feet 
Iwide was across the main street, letter- 
led heavily in black, "We mourn our na- 
Ition's dead." 


The: church bells-were tolling dolorous- 


ly. Then came the last half hour's run 
Idiito Canton, where the body M'tis to be 
Ireceived into the arms of its own people. 
I Mile by mile, the approach was marked, 
jby grp.wing evidences of deep personal 
I affliction.. Flags 'that had often waved 
I McKinley welcome were now lowered in 
1 sorrow. Farmers .and country .folk gen- 
erally seemed to "'have suspended work 
altogether;..the schbola were dismissed 
land the entire population were ranged 
along the track in sorrowful silence. The, 
streaming, faces showed that the people- 
took this mournful home coming as a 
personal bereavement which hsd entered 
into each home, and it was as- though 
fathers and mothers and sisters were 
watching for a glimpse of the casket 
| that held their own beloved one. 


At Maximo, the country stores were

the 
townspeople 


packed the little station. Now the train 
was at Lewhville,. only*six .miles, from 
Canton and »oon the shops of the dead 
president's much beloved city were dot- 
ted along the way. For tiie first time 
the sun which had been behind heavy 
black clouds threw its rays on the gath- 
ered throngs arid lighted up the sombre 
emblems of grief. The entry into Can- 
ton was made, in the bright sunshine. 


REMAINS ARRIVE AT NOON.

The second section which was the fun- 


eral train proper and bore the remains 
of President McKinley, arrived at 12 
o'clock. It was met by Judge Day at 
the head ;of the local reception ;comniit. 
tee while assembled about the station 
was the entire militia of the state. 


Mrs. McKinley, weeping piteously, was 


helped from* the train by Dr. Rixey and 
Abner McKinley and conducted to a car- 
riage in waiting and: was driven rapidly 
to .her home. The near relatives follow- 
ed her. The remains were then lifted 
'from-the' catalfalque car and carried on

MARCH TO COURT HOUSE. 


When the casket had been consigned 


to the hearse, three mounted trumpeters 
gave a signal for the melancholy pro- 
cession to move. A moment later the 
sound of "Nearer, My God, to Thee,'1 


floated through the air, as the Grand 
Army veterans with their band swung 
into "line and took up the march tosvard 
the court house. Through Tenth street 
and then to Cherry and Ttiscarawas the 
solemn pageant moved between solid 
masses of people banked from curb to 
store front .crowding the house tops and 
filling every window. The turning into 
Market street, the main thoroughfare 
of the city, the procession moved under 
«rcat curtains of mourning, strung from1 


building to building across - the 
street 


every hundred feet. A majestically sol- 
emn spectacle was presented as the pro- 
cession neared the public square in the 
center of the" city- After 
the Grand 


Army men came the Cleveland troop in 
their brilliant uniforms of Austrian Hus- 
sars, with tall bearskin shakos topped 
by pom-poms of white. At the hilt of 
every sword streamed a- long band of 
crepe and the tiny silk guidon -flag was 
topped with a long black streamer. Fol- 
lowing the mounted troops came the 
hearse bearing its' nag covered burden. 
This was the sight that sent a hush 
along the dense long lines of humanity 
stretching for a mile away to the court 
house. As the casket passed every head 
waJ3 bowed and every face,evidenced the 
great grief that had come.

TEARS F1/)W FREELY. 


At sight of the casket, no\v covered 


only with the flag, tears camb unbidden 
and flowed freely. The sad procession 
was headed by Col. Bingham. in full uni- 
form, a bow of crepe at the hilt of his 
sheathed sword. Following him preced- 
ing the casket Was the local, committee 
headed by Judge Day. Then came the 
soldiers and sailors. Slowly they moved 
down the platform to the turn at the 
western end of the station where the 
president and cabinet stood. As they 
reached the head of this lino a clear 
drawn bugle call sounded a silvery .re- 
quiem. Before the president and cabinet 
and Ohio officials the coffin was then 
borne to the hear.sc. When it had been 
placed inside, the president' and the ofli- 
cial party entered carriages. Meantime 
Admiral "Devvey, Lieut, (ion. Miles and 
other officers of the army and navy who 
.composed the guard of honor hud moved 
''around the east side of the station. They 
.dap entered carriages and took their 
place in the larger procession that was 
now forming. All were attired in the full 
unifom of their ranks. They were fair- 
ly 
ablaze with gold Ince. The ..shrill 


notes of the bugle had given the first 
sign to the waiting multitude outside 
the station that the

proacbiBg. Instantly the long lines of 


Immediately following the hearse cam,e 


the carriage of-President Roosevelt \vlio 
vpde . wjth his brother-in-law,.; Captain 
Cowles of the navy,.the latter in full un- 
iform ,.and,Secretary Gage. The - car- 
riages of the other, members of the'' cab- 
inet-and those who had been'neat to 
the late president were lined out for 
half a mile. Back of them marched the 
national guard of Ohio regiment after 
regiment, in platoon front formation and 
filling the broad thoroughfare from side 
to side. As the head of the procession 
readied the great squore of the city, the 
military ranks swung about, 
forming 


solid 
fronts 
facing 
the approaching 


hearse. As it was driven to the curb, 
the bearers stepped 
from the places 


alongside and again took up their bur- 
den. 
Before the eyes of the vast con- 


e.ourse filling tlto -square, the casket was 
tenderly raised and.borne up the wide 
steps leading to the court house. The 
strains of "Nearer, My God, to Thee'," 
were, still sounding -as the- Hag-draped 
coffin disappeared within the building. 


President Roosevelt alighted from his 


carriage and took the arm of Secretary 
Gage. The other cabinet officials joined 
them at the curb and then two and two 
with heads uncovered they marched up

The hall 
where the body will lie in state in Can- 
ton hud been handsomely decorated for 
the occasion.

SAD SCENES AT BTER. 


Four detachments 
of militia -were 


marched into the hall and drawn up-in 
a line to the bier. Another line stretch- 
ed from the bier to the place where "the, 
hall diverged and down each side of the. 
hall were- other lines. Strict orders were 
given to see that there was no delay "in 
the crowd as it passed out of th& build- 
ing. 
When everything was ready for 


the" public to enter, Joseph Saxton, un- 
cle of Mrs. MeKinley, an aged man bow- 
ed deeply, with, the weight of ..years, en- 
tered from the east hall and passed up 
to the' casket. He stool for fully two 
minutes gnxing into the face of his dis- 
tinguished kinsman.- He' then passed 
slowly down the hall, his head bowed 
low, 'his'flips twitching convulsively. <• A 
few final details were arranged and then 
the door was opened to the public. Two 
little girls were "the'first to approach 
the casket. Directly behind them was 
a tall powerful man with a red mous- 
tache. As he gazed into the casket'he 
caught his breath in a quick sharp sob 
that was 'audivle in every part of the 
hall. He then gave way entirely, and 
weeping bitterly .passed out. Many .of; 
the people ns they looked on the facd 
of their dead friend whom they had seefl 
but two weeks ago in full prime of life; 
caught, their breath, at the change that 
was. there..

the depot platform, drawn,by four beau- 
tiful black horses stood- the hearse, It 
was a richly carved 'and decorated fun- 
eral car.

Everything about 
it was simple but handsome and irt ex- 
cellent taste. Large nets ,from which 
were pendant heavy black tassels, cov- 
ered each horse,, and a groom stood at 
th.p head of each animal.
